their proper places , but confcund and 
mortifie.

times glowing and burning in the vital.

Tegs,next of all to the body, and on the in: 
fide cf the hinder thighs.cloſe to the body, 
alſo his month will be hot aud dry, and his 
tongue ſubje<& to furring, and to a white 


fcalded complexion. Laſtly, a general 


loathing of his meat, but a great thirſti- 
neſs and defire oi cold drink, and when 


he can drinkno more, yet a deſire {till to.

he can after upon conſideration, give 2K 
account for ſuch ſickneſs when 1t 1s 2ppa- 
rent; yet till Nature hath thruſt 1t forth, 
the Diſcaſe was obſcure to his knowledge, 
therefore I will here ſhew thoſe General 
and moſt uſual ſigns which do attend and 
wait, upon every ſickneſs, by which you 
may be enabled ro know the approach Or 
beginning of ficknels before 1t take faſt 


hoid on the vital parts, nd (© uſe preven- | 


tion, Or if it have taken ſome ſmall hold, 
then how to fortifie Nature againſt it, and 
ſto kill the contagion, ere it come toany 
great height of danger : or being at the 
hizheſt how to qualifie the extremity, and 
to bring every vital part and ſpirit to its 
firſt moderate ſtate and temper. 

Now that you may effect this the bet- 
ter, 1t 15 Tequifite that you acquaint your 
Knowledge well with the complexions, 
qualittcs, cuſtoms , and conditions of hox- 
ſes ; for whenſoever you ſhall find any al- 
teration 1n any of theſe. be ſure there will 
Jol'ow alteration of health. as this. 

Firſt, in the Complexions of horſes , 
which I draw from their .colours and 
countenances: It your horle be a fair 
bright dapple-gray , or a flea-bitten, 2 
wHICE, a white grey, or the like : ifany of 

| theſe

theſe colours, being naturally clear and 
bright, ſhall grow dusKiih or cloudy , or 
the white hairs ſhall turn ſandy and red. ,j 
diſh, it 15a ſign of ſome unnatural aiſtem- 
perature inthe Horſe, and that be is evil 
affetted, and either entreth mto a Con: 
ſamptioa, or into ſome other inward dil- 
eaic of Body. 

If the Horie be of a pure b:ack Colour, 
a bright bay, a brown bay, ora red ſor- 
rel-without flexen main, or flexen tayl , 
a clear cheſnut, or a mouſe: dung if theſe 
hairs ſhould grow Giicclonred and contra 
ry totheir Proper Natures, rhat isrto f{ay. 
of a weaker and worie complexion, as if 
the black turn duaniſh or yellow ; the 
bright bay, cloudy, pale and fandy : the 
brown bay like the moule-dun, the red 
ſorrel, corral, or like the yellow-dun, 
the cheſnur, hoary and gray: and the 
mouſe-dun,of a more black and pale blue 
than 1s Natural , ail theie are figns of 1n- 
ward hickneiles, And as of theie colours, 
ſo of any other colourwhatſoever, it they : | 
Hall alter from their proper and true 
Natures, to a worie ad more uncomely | 
complexion, that 1s to ſay, to a con | 
'plexion that is unnatural and unproper 
for an Horſe,they are moſt pregaant f1gns 
of ſome inward fickneſs, which either 

lingreth | 
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 lingreth upon the Horſe, or elſe is ſud- 


denly in breaking forth 3 and therefore by 
all means remember, that the alteration 


| of colours be unnetural- for you muſt 
underſtand, thar if the Dapple-Gray, in 


proceſs of time, do curn to White 9 the 
dark Iron-Gray, to a bright Gray, the 
black to an Iron: Gray,and fuch like; that 
chen this is a natural, and no unnatural 
alteration, and ſo no lign of ſickneſs t and 
therefore not to be deceived, or to ſtand 
doubrful at all, acquaint your ſelf well 
with the true colour and complex1on. of 
your Horſe, which you ſhall beſt diſcern 
when he is in the pride and heat of: his 
Luſt, when he is wanton, full of fleſh, and 
ſmcoth, ſleek and ſhining : and when you 
ſhall ſee this Complexion alter, in part, or 
all, then ever expect ſome Sickneſs, _ 

As you thus acquaint your frlf with 
the complexion of your horſe, whzich-Tin- 
clude 1 this colour :; ſo you muſt alſo have 
a f{etled knowledge in his Ccntenance 
and Geſtures 2 and to thatend you ſhall be 
careful to mark and note his 7countenance 
and behaviour in2!l his aCtic Ns and mo- 
t10ns, as well within doors at; without , as 
well in his play as in his refi;, at his times 
of feeding, and at his times of exerciſe :

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you {hall note the. cheerfulnefs of his ey:, 
the carriage of his kead and neck ; which 
be his angry charaCters, and which be his 
pleaſant. when he biteth for wanrounneſs, 
or tor offence, and theſe you ſhall beſt find.

Playing, andin his Dreſling z and if atany 
time, you find any of theſe characters to 
fail on the ſcaden, and that his Geſture: 
15 more.Inmpith, heavy .then call your {-If 
Lo account what you have done, either in 
exerciſe, feeding, airing, or ordering; 
tor there 1s no doubr, but there is diſtem- 
perature and ſickneſs approaching, it it be 
not prevented. 
As you thus acquaint your ſelf with 
the complexion and countenance of your | 
horſe; ſo you muſt alſo not be ignorant , 
Hut obſerve divers other outward and 1n- 
ward qualities, for they are the greateil
